RUSSIAN PRISONERS 


U. S. Medical Officers Supervise 
Work of Sending Men Home 
From German Camps. 


The task of repatriating approxi­ 
mately SOO,OOO Russian prisoners lr. 
the twenty camps In Germany which 
have been under the supervision of 
American army medical officers began 
a few days ago. according to word 
received by the branch of the Anteri* 
<tn Red Cross at Coblenz. 
The work 
of sending these prisoners of war 
back to Russia began in accordance 
with the decision of the allied armi­ 
stice commission at Spa, and advices 
received at Coblenz indicate the un­ 
dertaking will soon be completed. 
The Americans connected with re­ 
lief work among Russian prisoners 
number more than l.OOO. 
The princi­ 
pal duties of the Americans are to 
hee that the Russians are properly 
fed and to supervise camp sanitation. 
Food shipments, handled by the Amer­ 
ican Red Cross, have been passing 
through Coblens for several weeks, 
but these will cease soon and it is 
expecteil that within two mouths all 
American missions and soldiers in 
Germany who have been connected 
with relief work among Russian pris­ 
oners will be out of enemy territory. 
Allied relief work at the various 
Russian camps was decided upon sev­ 
eral months ago by the allies as a 
precaution against half a million Rus­ 
sians returning to the native land and 
Joining the bolshevik!. 
Under the 
plan that Is being followed, the Rus- 
tuans are being released In small 
groups and sent t<? various Tart§ 9^ 
^he country and transported lo their 
homes. 
In this way there is no dan­ 
ger of their Joining the bolshevik! in 
large bodies, it is believed by officers. 
The difficulty attendant on shipping 
food across Germany also was one of 
the reasons for the decision to re­ 
patriate the Russians as soon as pos­ 
sible.

From the time when farm pro­ 
ducts were first hauled in wagons 
to markets there has been an in­ 
terest Id better roads as a means 
of reducing the cost of transporta­ 
tion, but improved highways mean 
more now because of the extensive 
use of motor trucks in hauling pro­ 
ducts from "he farm to the railroad 
station or direct to the city m ark­ 
ets. 
Trucks are not only replacing 
horse 
transportation 
but in many 
cases they are oupplementlng and 
even doing the work of railroads. 
In fact, motor trucks offer a solu­ 
tion of modern transportation prob­ 
lems, but roads built only for horse- 
drawn vehicles or light automobiles 
will break down under heavy motor 
traffic. 
Maintenance 
of 
thousands 
of 
miles of roads sc that the enormous 
government and commercial 
truck 
traffic of the past two years could 
* move has taxed the abilities and 
called forth every energy and plan 
on 
the part of highway officials. 
In 
many 
states 
officials 
found 
themselves without sufficient funds 
to handle properly the repair and 
rebuilding work necessary. 
Nearly 
all of t hem had to struggle under 
the handicap of an insufficient labor 
supply, and all had to meet the in­ 
creased cost of laboi and material.

Only a few states were unaffected 
by the restrictions on the supply

The extensive use of motor trucks

Solving road problems when there 
was a constant procession of heavily 
loaded trucks traveling over them 
has been a great lesson to road offi­ 
cials, which will be put to good use 
In peace times. 
The federal aid road-building pro­ 
gram for this year is the most stu­ 
pendous in the history of the world. 
The expenditures for road construc­ 
tion for the year are likely to reach 
$500,000,000. 
Plans 
have 
been 
made for the construction of con­ 
tinuous highway systems, the states 
through which the highways are to 
pass co-operating w ith each other as 


not term inate at state lines, but will 
run from one large m arketing cen­ 
ter to another. 
Free Trucks, Added Transportation. 
More than $46,000,000 worth of 
motor trucks, to be used in road 
construction work, will be distrib­ 
uted by the Secretary of Agriculture 
through the Bureau of Public Roads 
to the state highway departments. 
These trucks, about 20,000 in num ­ 
ber, have been declared surplus by 
the war departm ent, and all that 
the states must do to acquire them 
is to pay the loading and freight 
charges. 
The trucks range in ca­ 
pacity from two to five tons, 11,000 
of them are new, and all are de­ 
clared to be in serviceable condi­ 
tion. They will be apportioned 
to 
the states only upon request of the 
state highway departm ents on the 
basis of a request received

aid law' approved in 1916.

“ As Miss Morgan points out, this j 
organization is largely a woman’s ;

It is interesting to 
know that of the more than one 
hundred field workers in 
France, 
each one is a woman. 
In addition, 
$250,000 of 
the budget 
for this 
year goes to the American Woman’s 
Hospital, 
which 
conducts thirteen 
fr* e dispensaries, hospitals, medical , 
and nursing service to the 50,000 ! 
inhabitants in that portion of the 
province of the Aisne assigned to 
this committee. 
About the only thing mere man 
has to do with this organization is 
where officials of the French gov- ( 
eminent approve all efforts under-, 
taken, anti where members of the 
National organization approve the J 
expenditures and help to secure the; 
funds on 
which 
the organization j 
run -. 
The work, as stated in Miss j 
Morgan's ca b le , is done largely by j 
women for women and children and 
for the home. 
“ A returned soldier, who during 
the German drive, a 
little 
more 
than a .vent ago, 
w*as assigned to 
this committee to help evacuate the 
inhabitants, tells of his experience 
as follows: 
‘The inhabitants appear to wor­ 
ship Mis3 Morgan and her work­ 
ers. Time after time in exacuating 
people from the villages, the Ger­ 
mans would be within a mile— once 
they were within 
a half mile of 
us. The peasants would not, want to 
leave, or lf they 
were willing to 
go, they would want to take all 


I kinds of ridiculous things with them 
I such as wheelbarrows, goats, chick­ 
ens and clocks. 
They would pay no 
attention to what I or my associ­ 
ates would tell them, but it never 
took more than thirty seconds for 
one 
of Miss 
Morgan’s workers or 
Miss 
Morgan 
herself 
to convince 
them that they should hurriedly get 
into the waiting 
machines. 
They 
would follow the workers of this 
committee around like dogs, ready 
to do anything they were told, ac­ 
cepting their judgm ent at all times

"Pehaps the above is partly the 
reason that the French government 
has seen fit to award the Croix dd 
guerre to Miss Morgan and fifteen 
of her field workers.
